GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY PRESIDENT REVEALS DETAILS OF “FARTHEST NORTH” MURDER IN WHICH PEARY'S AIDE WAS SLAIN BY ESKIMO GUIDE 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Details 
of the “farthest north” murder, in 
which Ross g. 
Marvin, aide to 
Explorer Peery in his successful 
dash to the pole In 1909, was slain 
by a 
frightened Eskimo guide 
named Kudlooktoo, were revealed 
here today by Dr. Isaiah Bowman, 
president of the American Geo- 
graphical society. 
For IS years, or since the suc­ 
cessful Peary expedition It had! 
been thought that 
Marvin was 
drowned. 
Three_ years ago Kud- 
tooktoo 
embraced 
Christianity, 


was baptized and then, to ease 
the pangs of conscience that had 
lain dormant for 16 years, told his 
story to Knud Rasmussen, Danish 
explorer, who two years ago told 
it to Dr. Bowman. 
The story was told to Bowman 
by Rasmussen when the explorer 
visited 
New 
York after many 
years in the Arctic during which 
he was a friend and confidante of 
many of the simple people who in­ 
habit the 
frozen 
regions. Ras­ 
mussen's contacts with the Eski­ 
mos have been among the closest 


of any of the white men and it 
was a natural circumstance that 
he should be the first to learn of 
the slaying, Dr. Bowman said. 
“According 
to 
Rasmussen's 
story,” Dr. Bowman said today, 
“Kudlooktoo, Marvin and a sec­ 
ond Eskimo named Inukitsoo, but 
called 
Harrigan 
by the Peary 
party, had left Peary on his mem­ 
orable 
dash 
and were making 
their way back to their base when 
the dog team became entangled 
in the traces. 


“Harrigan, it seems, stopped to 
straighten out the team and Kud­ 
looktoo and Marvin proceeded to 
'break trail. 
They 
diverged 
a 
short distance from the team and 
followed 
trails 
about one half 
mile ap art 
When Harrigan had 
straightened the traces, he fol­ 
lowed Kudlooktoo’s trail instead 
of Marvin’s, 
whereupon Marvin 
rajoined 
them 
and threatened 
Harrigan. 
“Kudlooktoo 
told 
Rasmussen 
that Marvin completely lost bls 


temper, threw Harrigan's equip­ 
ment from the sled and started 
away to leave him without food 
or water. Harrigan and Kudlook­ 
too remonstrated 
and 
Marvin 
threatened Harrigan again. 
He 
said he 
didn't 
want 
Harrigan 
around, that he would go on with- 
him. 
“He went on with Kudlooktoo. 
Harrigan told 
Rasmussen 
that 
Kudlooktoo borrowed his rifle on 
(he pretense that he wanted lo 
shoot a seal. A few minutes later 
Ifarrigan heard a shot aud then 


Kudlooktoo returned 
and 
told 
Harrigan he had killed Marvin. 
“For 15 years they kept their 
secret and then Kudlookoo was 
converted to Christianity by the 
missionary. Lens Olsen. 
It was 
immediately after his 
baptism 
that he told the story to Rasmus­ 
sen and Harrigan corroborated it. 
Fear that he would be taken to 
the white man’s land and punish­ 
ed had prompted Kudlooktoo, a 
-mild, gentle mannered man, to 
keep the secret.” 
Dr. Bowman explained that be­

looking forward to the possibility of 
getting into the professional class. 
At present, so far as social standing 
is concerned, it seems to make little 
difference to a working woman what 
kind of a position she holds, and 
assuredly there is no disparaging of 
the department store employee. 
Perhaps no more significant indica­ 
tion of the change in the status of de­ 
partm ent store workers is to be found 
than in the fact that they are no long­ 


er referred to as clerks or employees. 
In all the literature of the business 
they are mentioned as "store mem­ 
bers" or as "salespeople." 
In the m atter of compensation, dif­ 
ferent stores have varying bases or 
standards, but in general it can be 
said that earnings are far above what 
they were a few years ago for the 
rank and file jobs as well as for the 
more important positions. Roughly, 16 
cents out of the department store dol­ 
lar goesfor wages or salaries, and that 
is more than 50 per cent, of the oper­ 
ating cost of the establishment. 
If a 
store can show a net profit of 5 or 6 
cents out of each of its dollars it is 
well managed and highly successful. 
Extra pay for overtime work, al 
lowancea for meals, libel al vacations, 
sick and death benefits, food at cost 
during regular * working hours, rest, 
rooms, libraries, schools and individual 
Instruction, medical consultation, den­ 
tal advice all these and many other 
Items enter Into making department 
store employment, far more attractive 
than it was in the days when Certie 
was free to chew her gum or park it 
under the counter when her Jaws grew 
weary.

frightened Eskimo guide 
named Kudlooktoo, were revealed 
Dr’ Isaiah Bowman, 
P evident of 
the American Geo­ 
graphical society. 


or since the 8uc- 
cessful Peary expedition, it had 
been thought that 
Marvin was 
T!*ree- yoa,H ago Kud­ 
looktoo 
embraced 
Christianity, 


was baptized and then, to ease 
the pangs of conscience that bad 
lain dormant for 16 years, told his 
story to Knud Rasmussen, Danish 
explorer, who two years ago told 
it to Dr. Bowman. 
The story was told to Bowman 
by Rasmussen when the explorer 
visited 
New 
York after many 
years in the Arctic during which 
he was a friend and confidante of 
many of the simple people who in­ 
habit 
the 
frozen 
regions. Ras­ 
mussen's contacts with the Eski­ 
mos have been among the closest 


of any of the white men and It 
was a natural circumstance that 
be should be the first to learn of 
the slaying, Dr. Bowman said.

story,” Dr. Bowman said today, 
“Kudlooktoo, Marvin ar.d a sec­

in the traces.

State university, re­ 
ports In Its monthly 
survey. 
The 
Western Ohio district made the best 
showing, practically the same as that 
of a year ago. 
Total sales In dollars throughout 
the state, as reported to tho bureau, 
were slightly less In August than In 
July and about five percent below 
August, 1925.
